FERRYBOAT PATTERSON SIM 


IN NORTH RIVER THIS 


The Fifty Passenger* Who Were on Board Had Many 


Thrilling Escapes From Drowning. 


EIGHTEEN 
TEAMS 
PERISHED. 


Boat Almost 
Turned 
Turtle, Then 


Partly Filled, Righted 
and 
Sank 


Slowly Giving Passengers Chance 
to Be Taken Off in Row Boats,

YORK, Doc. 29.—The ferry- 


' boat Patterson, ot the Erie Railroad 


Company, collided with a freight light- 
er in ths middle of. the North river 
early 
today 
and 
sunk. 
Eighteen 


toams -aboard were drowned. 
There 


were fifty passengers aboard the fer- 
ryboat at the time, and all with, pos- 
sibly one fexception were rescued. Fol- 
lowing the crash there -was the wild- 
est panic and that all were not drown- 
ed is remarkable. 


The Patterson careened almost to 


the point of turning turtle. The water 
poured into the broken hull and she 
righted and sank slowly. As the boat 
settled the passengers rushed to the 
upper decks, seizing lifo belts as they 
ran. 
A heavy tog hung low ovnr the 


river. 
Eighteen teams ot Swift & 


Company were on the boat. As the 
water came up around the horses they 
lunged and reared violently. 
Some 


were released from the wagons by tho 
drivers before the latter rushed to 
the decks above, but there was no 
escape for the animals. 
The water 


closed over them and all were drown- 
ed.
